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CITY EFFICIENCY 
BACKED BY FUND 


Club Raises $80,000 Condition- 
ally to Support New, Per- 
manent Municipal Bu- 
reau Plan. 


BASED ON MERRIAM IDEA. 


— — — 


With the hope of creating a permanent bu- 
reau of public efficiency to study and recom- 
mend improvements in the expenditures of 
the eight forms of local government in Chi- 
cago, the City club has. raised conditional 
subscriptions of $80,000, and yesterday issued 
a public appeal that the fund be raised to 
$130,000 tor the first two years’ work of the 
investigation. Confidence of success ig ex- 
pressed in the statement. 

Almost at the hour that this forma) an- 
mouncement of a plan of scrutiny for the 
disbursement of public funds was being 
made, the Merriam commission, whose work 
it is te continue and extend to at least twice 
its scope, was contemplating asking Mayor 
Busse to request the resignation of Murdoch 
Campbell, building commissioner, on the 
grounds of inefficiency and because of his 
suspension of J. B. Carlill, an elevator in- 
spector, who “ talked too much.“ 

Points Out the Weakness. 

The final ineffectiveness of the work of the 
commission, if it is not followed up in a more 
far-reaching way than thie, was emphasized 
in the introductory part of the City club 
statement, which gives its chief argument 
for the creation of a permanent bureau in 
this paragraph. 

“As the commission on city expenditures 
will go out of existence as soon as its final 
report is made,“ this paragraph reads, it is 
clear that much of the value of its work will 
be lost unless some means of effectively fol- 
lowing up its recommendations is devised.” 

The City club has had the matter under 
consideration for several weeks, and the gen- 
eral plan was formulated by a committee 
composed of Alfred L. Baker, Julius Rosen- 
wald Dr. Henry B. Favill, Walter L. Fisher, 
and Charles E. Merriam, the last named two 
being the most active members of the com- 
mission on city expenditures. 

Outlines Efficiency Plan. 

This committee’s outline of the plan is as 
follows: 

1. Te scrutinize the systems of accounting 
in the eight local governments of Chicago, the 
municipality, the county, board of education, 
the library board, the sanitary district, and the 
three park boards. . 

. To examine the methods of purchasing ma- 
terials and supplies and letting and executing 
construction contracts in these bodies. 

3. Te examine the pay rolls of these lecal 

governing bodies with a view to determining 
the efficiency of such exp nditures. 
4. To make constructive suggestions for im- 
provements in the directions indicated under 1, 
$, and 3, and te co-oper. ze with public officials 
in the installation of these improved methods. 

&. To furnish the public with exact informa- 
tion regarding public revenues and expenditures 
and thereby promote efficiency and economy in 
the public service. 


How It Would Be Done. 

The organization contemplated would be 
approached by the following steps: 

The directors of the City club would choose 
six trustees for a term of three year3, one-third 
of the number retiring cach year. 

These six trustees would be given charge of 
the administration of any fund subséribed for 
the purpose of the investigation,

SCALPED PATRON SUES LYRIC 


Master in Chancery Jamieson 
Found Seats Already Taken. 


PAID PREMIUM; ASKS $1,000. 


District Attorney Sims Tells of a Sim- 
llar Experience. 


War on the ticket scalpers as the agents 
of the theaters was begun by Stillman B. 
Jamieson, master in chancery, in a suit filed 
against the Lyric theater. 

Mr. Jamieson's suit is for $1,000. He 
charges that he paid extra bigh prices 
to scalpers, who worked with the codpera- 
tion of the theater management, only to find 
on arrival at she Lyric theateg duplicate 
checks for his seats already had been sold 
to other parties. 

District Attorney Sims, Who with his wife 
was the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Clifford C. 
Chickering at the seme theater, reported a 
similar experience and in commenting on it 
expressed approval of Mr. Jamieson’s action. 


Charges a Conspiracy. 

“Tf I win the verdict,” said Mr. Jamiegon 
when seen at his residence, “I shal) not take 
a cent of the money, but devote it to charity. 
I believe that I was the victim of a con- 
spiracy between the theatrical management 
and a ticket scalper. Long ago I have ceased 
to ask for good tickets at the door and have 
bought from ticket brokers. My wife and I 
go to the theater’ two or three times each 
week, 

“We have stood for paying extra prices 
for seats, but when we pay the price and 
don’t get the seat I believe that endurance is 
exhausted, 

“United States Attorney Sime has told me 
that he had a similar experience to mine last 
Saturday night at the same show. That is, 
that seats were purchased in a box supposed 
to hold six people into which eight persons 
were sold tickets of admission. Mr. Sims 
told me that he was not in a position to 
register a kick. I am. 

„ have just received a phone message to 
dall up the Schuberts’ attorney, Hermann 
Frank. I shall refer this and any other 
method to compromise to my attorney. 


Brokers Call Up Theater. 

„on Wednesday last I sent my Office boy 
to the Lyric theater to buy tickets for good 
seats to the New Theater company for Fri- 
day night. He came back with the report that 
the only seats to be had were in the twentieth 
row. I went at once to Waterfall and Oppen- 
heimer, theater ticket brokers in the Union 
They said they 
had no good seats, but would call up the 
theater, which they did. The Lyric said they 
had a box containing six seats, of which I 
could have the four I wanted for myself, my 
wife and two guests. The next day I sent 
around and got the seats. 

„Friday night on presenting ourselves at 
the box we found it already occupied by four 
persons, & man and three women. The man 
admitted that he had no right there and 
removed himself. Of the women two had 
seat checks. The third woman said she was 
admitted by an usher. The usher said that 
this was so and ‘ by order of the hox office,’ 
which the management confirmed. 

“The theater offered to put a seat in the 
aisle back of the box for me. This is in de- 
fiance of the fire laws and I declined. 1 
waited in the lobby until the performance was 
over, and in the meantime I told the man- 
agement what I thought of them, 


Says Theater Gets Premium. 

“TY told them that I had paid $12 for four 
$2 seats and thought that at that extra price 
I was entitled to see a show without being 
in collusion with them to violate the fire 
ordinance; that I knew that they received 
cents for each 80 cent preniium they re- 
ceived for seats, 

„I hope that I shall be able to show this 
in court. I intend that the books of the 
scalpers shall be brought into court show- 
ing these facts and that there is a written 
contract between the most notable specula- 
tors and the theaters; that they are in a 
mutually profitable contract to raise the 
price of seats without it showing in the 
price demanded at the box office.”

Link be- 
fore a special grand jury that each had re- 
ceived $1,000 for casting his vote for Lorimer, 
and added as an exhibit the full confession of 
White and the indictment returned by the | 
special grand jury against Lee O'Neil 
Browne, minority leader of the general as- 
sembly. 

‘ Cullom Presents Memorial. 

The memorial was presented to the senate 
by Senator Cullom, who received the papers 
from Mr. Barnes. The affidavit made by 
the latter was read in the senate and was 
listened to with the closest attention by the 
few senators present. Senator Cullom asked 
that the affidavit and the accompanying ex- 
hibits be published in full in the congressional 
record as well as referred to the senate 
committee on privileges and elections for 
consideration by that body. This request 
unanimously was complied with. 

The effect of the presentation of the Barnes 
papers was immediate. Senator Burrows, 
chairman of the committee on privileges 
and elections, was not in the senate cham- 
ber during the reading of the affidavit. When 
he appeared a few minutes after the senate 
had disposed of the papers in the way de- 
sired by Senator Cullom, he learned of what 
had occurred. He at once sought the senior 
senator from Illinois and asked him for 3 
brief statement of the Barnes affidavit. 


Burrows Will Hasten Matters. 

Tue TRIBUNE corresponcent saw Mr. Bur- 
rows after his conference with Senator Cul- 
lom. Mr. Burrows said that the memorial 
constituted sufficient grounds upon which his 
committee could consider the advisability of 
making a thorough investigation into the 
charges in connection with the election of 
Lorimer. 

The Michigan senator has called a meeting 
of his committee for Saturday next. He will 
explain to the committee that charges have 
appeared in THE Cuicaco TRIBUNE and other 
papers alleging bribery in connection with the 
election of Senator Lorimer; that Senator 
Lorimer made a speech on the floor of the 
senate in which he denied that a single mem- 
ber of the IWinois general assembly had been 
bribed to vote for him; that Clifford W. 
Barnes, president of the Legislative Voters’ 
league of Illinois, has filed with the senate an 
affidavit and exhibits tending to substantiate 
the charges, and that the committee must 
decide whether sufficient cause exists to jus- 
tify a recommendation to the senate for a 
full’ and complete investigation to determine 
the question of Lorimer’s right to sit in the 
United States senate. 


No Doubt of Coming Events. 

There is no doubt as to the answer the com- 
mittee will make to the observations of its 
chairman. This was demonstrated today by 
remarks made by senators after they had 
Mstened to the affidavit of Mr. Barnes and 
had gone to the desk or to the office of the 
secretary of the senate and had read all the 
papers submitted by the head of the Legis- 
lative Voters’ league.

Judge McSurely Not Idle. 

The proceedings before Judge Scanlan as 
recounted in the foregoing occupied attention 
as being spectacular, but Judge McSurely 
was not idle all day before the actual trial 
began. He was nettled when he called the 
Browne case at 10 a. m. to find the defendant 
was not in court. Attorneys Forrest and Erb- 
stein of the defendant's counsel were in the 
room. State's Attorney Wayman, who short- 


ly before had left Judge Scanlan's court, said | 


Browne had been remanded into the custody 
of the sheriff.

Traut Must Explain Again. 

It is expected that Traut will have a hard 
time explaining how he spent this $2,000 in 
only a little over a week, as well as the $1,600 
previously collected. 

He is said to have denied absolutely before 
the grand jury ever having received such an 
amount at one time, insisting that he re- 
ceived small amounts and spent it as it came. 

Traut met Mr. Burke in Beardstown after 
the prosecutor had verified the jackpot facts 
and had a long talk with him. He will ap- 
pear before the grand jury again tomorrow. 
The other witnesses will be Cashier Condit, 
Dr. Schweer, and Charles Cole, all of Beards- 
town. Cole is a fisherman who contributed 
to the jackpot fund. 


Burke Sure He Has Hot Trail. 


Although the investigation has been ham- 
pered temporarily by Traut's self-sacrificing 
insistence that he spent most of the money 
for drinks and that what he did not spend 
he kept, so that none of it got to legislators 
except in liquid form, still State’s Attorney 
Burke is confident that he is on the direct 
trail to the jackpot, and believes that one 
of the several leads in his possession will 
break all ‘‘ frame-ups.”’ 

He is positive that the money was raised 
by the fishermen to go into the jackpot and 
that certain legislators acted with the ex- 
pectation of getting some of it. That, under 
these circumstances, the money should have 
** evaporated is regarded by Mr. Burke as 
extremely unlikely. 

The vigor with which the prosecutor is 
pushing the case and following up every 
thread of evidence is shown by his schedule 
for the last few days, which includes: fri- 
day, Peoria and Pekin; Saturday, back to 
Springfield and off to Beardstown; Sunday, 
back to Springfield; Monday, Beardstown: 
Tuesday, Springfield again and, after a day's 
work, off for Beardstown. 


Has Been Busy Investigator. 

All of this work has meant catching trains 
at 5 o’clock in the morning and working 
until 1 and 2 o’clock in the morning. He 
has been accompanied on each trip by Deputy 
Sherif! Henry A. Bogardus, long the cham- 
pion rifle shot of the United States, who 
has charge of the grand jury. 

If the fish deal can be pushed to important 
indictments this week it is probable that the 
grand jurors will adjourn for a week. When 
they resume operations the Investigation of a 
number of other bills believed by Mr. Burke 
to have been in the jackpot will be taken up. 

The eonsideration of these matters will oc- 
cupy the time of the jury until the close of 
the Browne trial in Chicago, when the Lori- 
mer election will be subjected to a thorough 
investigation.

Every One Wants to Hear Charges. 

Every senator in the chamber at once mani- 
fested the keenest interest in the proceedings. 
The galleries, too, which had been half asleep, 
craned their necks to hear every word. The 
press gallery, which had been vacant a mo- 
ment before, instantly filled. 

A page received the papers from the hand 
of Senator Cullom, hurried to the desk of 
the reading clerk, and gave the documents. 
to that officer of the senate. Ina loud voice 
he announced: 

Charges of the Legislative Voters’ league 
of Chicago, III., alleging bribery. in connec- 
tion with the.election of Senator William 
Lorimer.” 

This further whetted the appetite of the dis- 
tinguished audience. Pausing a moment the 
clerk continued:

‘STOCK HER WEDDING GIFT. 


Says Ohioan. Secretly Departed from 
Chateau in France. 


Cincinnati, O., June 1.—[{Special.)—The 
discovery that Percy Procter, 70 years old, 
an originan! member of Procter & Gamble, 
was married in Paris last October to a young 
widow of a Russian physician resulted today 
from a wrangle in court over a block of 
stock of the face value of $40,000 and woria 
several times that in the market. 

Procter, one of the originals of the firm, 
sued to enjoin William Wyckoff, a London 
broker, from having the stock transferred to 
him, alleging the Englishman had obtained 
possession of the certificates by fraud and 
deceit. 


Woman Appears in Court. 

Today a young woman of distinguished 
foreign appearance and unable to converse 
in English, although seemingly familiar with 
French, Spanish, and Russian, appeared in 
court and asked to be made a party to the 
suit declaring that the stock belonged to 
her, she having given itt to Wyckoff simply 
to be used as collateral. 

She created surprise by announcing that 
she was Mrs. Nadine Procter, second wife 
of the plaintiff. According to her story, she 
was Baroness von Kueseff, widow of a 
Russian physician, when she married Procter 
last October in Paris. He gave her stock 
to secure the settlement of 200,000 francs 
he made upon her, she claims to gain her 
consent to a marriage. 

A couple of months later, during her ab- 
sence from their chateau in southern France, 
ahe stated that Mr. Procter left and returned 
to America without informing her. of his 
intended departure. She followed him to 
this country, but bas not been able to locate 
him since her arrival in Cincinnati ten days 
ago. . 

Still Searching for Procter. 

Mr. Procter is in his eeventieth year and his 
attorneys have been representing him in con- 
sultations with his foreign wife, who believes 
that Wyckoff is responsible for Mr. Procter 
leaving ber. Wyckoff was a friend of her 
first husband Members of the Procter fam- 
ily say they had been informed that Percy 
Procter had married in France, but know 
nothing more of the affair. The wife is 
anxious to meet her aged husband and effect 
a reconciliation. She gives her age as 2% 
years.

Declares in Complaint That He Gets 
$125,000 a Year Income. 


New York, June 7.—(Specia!.}—The papers 
on the application of Claudia Caristedt 
Wheeler for alimony pending her suit for a 
separation from Albert Gallatin Wheeler Jr., 
a stock exchange member of J. B. Russell & 
Co., upon which Supreme Court Justice Mc- 
Call granted $10,000 a year alimony and $1,500 
counsel fee, were filed in the county clerk’s 
office today. 5 

Mrs Wheeler, who was singing with Frank 
Daniels in The Idol's Bye” when Wheeler 
married her in 1806, said in her papers that 
she was only 21 years old at thetimeand that 
ler husband’s father. Albert G. Wheeler, 
promoter of the Chicago Subway system, 
kziew alr about her family connection, her 
father havifig been director of the Boston 
Conservatory of Music. . 

Her affidevit continues; 

“Bince my husband deserted me I have 
written two imploring letters endeavoring to 
have him come back and live with me, but 
phe has answered neither of them.

The sheriff has 
removed all the furniture and furnishing ot 
every description, leaving me not even a bed 
to sleep on. 

He notified the managers of the Dakota 
not to give food and other necessaries of life 
and had the telephone cut off, informing me 
that if I did not leave the apartment he 
would have me thrown out, although I had 
absolutely no place to go.“ 

Mrs. Wheeler says that since her husband 
removed the furniture she has borrowed 
from the servants’ quarters ‘‘ two cots upon 
which to rest at night, which, with a couple 
of chairs and ‘a table, comprise all the fur- 
niture.. There is no carpet on the floor.” 

In estimating ber husband's ability to pay 
her $20,000 a year Mrs. Wheeler says: 

“ When we left Chicago my husband 
brought securities in a traveling bag amount- 
ing to $1,000,000, which my father-in-law gave 
him to secure an interest in J. B. Russell & 
Co. These securities were taken to our apart - 
ments and two private messengers removed 
them to the vaults of J. B. Russell & Co.

He told me that the firm made $500,000 
profit in two years and that their running 
expenses were $1,250 a day. He is worth 
$1,250,000 and hae an income of $125,000.” 

Mrs. Wheeler says that from 1905 to 1910 
they spent $60,000 a year and says her hus- 
band told her they could well afford to spend 
that amount. 

Wheeler says that he is not able to pay his 
wife more than $40 a week.

BLOCKADE DOESN’T COUNT 


Retribution Will Follow First 
Shot Directed at the Stars 
and Stripes, 


BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, June 7.—“ At 
the first shot fired against thé American flag 
or an American vessel I will level the bluff.” 

This is the reply made today by Commander 
Harold K. Hines, commanding the American 
gunboat Dubuque, to a threat made by Gen. 
Rivas of the Madriz force holding Bluefields 
Bluff, to stop by force any veasele of what- 
ever nationality entering the harbor. 

Gen. Rivas has practically defied the United 
States, deciaring that he will disregard the 
proclamation issued from Washington on 
May 31 to the effect that the United States 
government denies the right of either faction 
to seize American owned vessels or property 
without consent of and recompense to the 
owners. 

He has warned Commander Hines 
he will prevent by force, regardless of flag, 
any further vessels from entering the har- 
bor. In response to this, the American com- 
mander immediately sent to him the above 
message, which would mean the annihila- 
tion of the handful) of Madriz troops now 
remaining in this neighborhood, 

There are constant rumors of threats 
against the life of Thomas P. Moffat, the 
American consul here, and the whole situa- 
tion at Bluefields, instead of quieting, has 
assumed a more serious aspect.

BERLIN, June 7.—The government meas- 
ure increasing the royal civil list was sent 
to committee in the Prussian diet today, 
but not until the Socialist opposition to the 
measure had been vented with a freedom 
that raised a hubub.

GOLDWIN SMITH. | 

For more than forty years Goldwin 
Smith was one of the most influential in- 
dividual factors in the formation of pub 
lic opinion in America. He kept abreast 
of the times with a close-touch upon the 
pulse of things. As a vigorous writer in 
newspapers and periodicals he sought to 
clarify the popular vision by bold utter- 
ances even when they went contrary to 
the undoubted judgment of the majority. 
For plutocracy, militarism, and imperial- 
ism he had nothing but condemnation as 


inimical) to the best interests of society. 


Office and political power never had any 
attractions for him, so that he was abso- 
lutely untrammeled and expressed his con- 
victions freely as the truth manifested 
itself to him. 

Yet it seems likely that his sure fame 
will rest not so much upon the ideas 
which he advocated with tenacity and 
courage as upon the wonderful clearness 
and simplicity of his style as a historian 
and notable master of English. A man 
of reflection and conteniplation, he phrased 
his matured conclusions in such concise 
and compact form as to make him recog- 
nized everywhere as a prince among 
writers. His published works bear on 
every page evidences of that excision, 
condensation, and revision which must 
precede the attainment of such limpidity 
of style as that for which he is justly 
famed. His grasp of a subject was so 
firm that, passing in sweeping review the 
events of long years, he was able in a 
few sharply outlined paragraphs to pre- 
sent a complete word picture for the en- 
tertainment and instruction of the reader. 
In The. United States and even more 
notably in The United Kingdom” he 
displayed this marvelous power of philo- 
sophie discussion upon great national 
questions, Whether political, social, indus- 
trial, educational, or religious, his com- 
ment being both illuminating and stima- 
lating. | ae 

Living in Canada for more than a gen- 
erition, he maintained a lively interest in 
the United States, its problema, its poli- 
eles, and its destiny. During the civil 
war, a Briton locking from afar, he was, 
next to John Bright, the ablest defender 
of the pause of the union in the English 
press and on the English platform. He 
attacked the pro-southern ‘attitude of the 
upper classes as that was reflected in the 
London Times. He set forth his views in 
the Daily News in many tetters. After 


} visiting the United States in 1864 he re 


doubled his efforts in its behalf, writing 
pamphi¢ts and articles in trenchant styles 

His influence in connection with the 
formative days at Cornell and the even 
more powerful endeavor m creating much 
of the literary machinery of Canada is 
well known, At Oxford, when a young

past. His boldness in espousing the un- 


popular side in England during the Amer- 
ican war was matched by his daring in 
predicting again and again, after finding 
his home in Tofonto, that the manifest

some possible experience as an independ- 
ent country, was annexation to the United 
States. It seemed perfectly clear to him 
that two countries so closety related by 
nature and so similarly populated could 
not remain forever apart.

THE RATE WAR IS OVER. 

“The dove of peace broods in the het 
met of the warrior.” The latest treaty 
of Washington has been negotiated and 
its terms are eminently satisfactory. The 
government is relieved from the necessity 
of prosecuting a suit which it would not 
have begun under other circumstances. 
The shippers get what they have been 
contending for all along. The railroads 
have capitulated, accepting terms which 
were rejected when offered by the ship- 
pers. But Wall street approves of the 
capitulation. That should comfort the 
railroad presidents who went to Wash- 
ington to sue for peace, 

The substance of it all is that the new 
rates announced by the western roads a 
month ago have been withdrawn and 
when offered again after the railroad bill 
has got through will be passed on by the 
interstate commerce commission before 
they become effective. If a little provi- 
sion in the senate bill shall become law, 
the burden of proof to show that a rate 
should be increased will be put upon the 
carrier. But the railroads, east and west, 
north and south, say that they can prove 
that they are entitled to higher rates, 
Perhaps they are. If so, the interstate 
commerce commission will so decide and 
the shippers will have to accept the ver 
dict no matter bow much it may displease 
them. 

All that remains is for congress to fin- 
ish the railroad legislation. As requested by 
President Taft yesterday, it should make 
the clause empowering the interstate com- 
merce commission to Investigate and sus- 
pend new rates operative from the day of 
the passage of the bill. As the bill now 
reads it would not take effect until sixty 
days thereafter. That would be a need- 
less delay. Pass the bill amended thus, 
and then the question of rates which has 
been vexing carriers and shippers for 
months will be disposed of in a prompt, 
quiet, and regular manner. There will 
be no prosecutions. The Western Trunk 
Line association and other railroad asso- 
ciations will not be dragged into court 
under the anti-trust.law, Pverybody 
should be pleased with the happy settle- 
ment, through the firmness of the govern- 
ment, and the ultimate reasonableness of 
the railroads, of what might have been 3 
long, bitter, and costly controversy,

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It was for his services there, as also at the 
battle of Gamperdown, that a baronetcy was 
granted later on to his son Henry, the patent 
expressly stating that it was bestowed in 
consideration of his father’s services.“ 

His gon, the second baronet, was a Crimean 
war veteran, and his son, in turn, the present 
baronet—namely: Sir Henry Fairfax Lucy— 
was formerly an officer of the Second Life 
Guards. He is carried on the reserve of the 
regiment and served in the South African 
war. He has been private secretary to a 
couple of cabinet ministers for the sake of the 
political experience, and has also become a 
member of the bar. 

He is extremely rich, for in addition to the 
property which he inherited from his father 
and that which came to him through his wife 
he also inherited a large fortune as well as a 
considerable amount of property from his 
grandaunt, Miss Ramsay, owing to which he 
quarters the arms of Ramsay with those of 
Lucy and Fairfax, The Ramsay estates, 
which he owns, are situated in Forfarshire, 
in Roxburgeshire, and in the county of 
Edinburgh. 

Sir Henry Fairfax Lacy, it may be well to 
add, should not be confounded with Sir 
Henry W. Lucy, the well known English 
journalist who contributes to many Amer- 
ican newspapers and magazines and who 
for many years has figured in the pages of 
Punch and on its staff as Tobey, M. P.“ 
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The entire Polish aristocracy, in Germany,

The 
proprietor and several of the domestics of 
the hotel were at once arrested, and it was 
ascertained that the lad had been in the 
house only a few hours before he met with 
hie death, and that he had gone there on 
leaving the school where he was receiving his 
education. 

It Was in consequence of revelations made 
by the prisoners that the count was seized 
by the police and charged with being the 
principal in the murder of his young brother- 
in-law. 

It seems that Bronislaus Chrsanowsk!, who 
ie one of the greatest territorial magnates 
and richest multimillionaires in Poland, has 
in addition to this now murdered son one 
other boy, who ie effiicted with congenita) 
and incurable imbecility, and an only daugh- 
ter, married to Count Ronikier. The latter, 
who is extravagant and who recently has lost 
enormous sums at the card table, is said to 
have believed that if he ceuld only get his 
wife's sane brother out of the way she would, 
in consequence of the mental affliction of her 
brother, inherit all her father’ 
wealth. By reason of her being the heirese

—I was surprised to find in your columns 
this morning the so-called Carnegie founda- 
tion report. 80 far as our college is con- 
cerned it is a malicious libel.

For ten years this college has sup- 
ported and carried out a standard of high 
school entrance and four year college course 
in spite of the fact that there is no law gov- 
erning our system as laying down any stand- 
ards in this state. We have a charter re- 
quiring us to maintain a standard of re- 
quirements for entrance equivalent to thet 
laid down by the American Association of 
Medical Colleges . shall teach such 
sciences and arts as are usually taught in 
medical colleges, and in addition the science 
of osteopathy in all ite branches.” If as a 
college corporation we have conspired with 
any one or more let our accusers produce the 
proofs before a court of chancery as pro- 
vided in the educational section of the cor- 
poration law. As 4 college we resent the 
ingsuit offered to us and challenge an indict- 
ment and trial to prove the connivance as 
alleged in the report. On its face the re- 
port bears the earmarks of untruth and it ig 
untrue so far as our college is concerned. 
We have upheld our standard in the face of 
opposition and mean to doso. We are loyal 
citizens of a free commonwealth, whose laws 
we obey. Our college and hospital court in- 
vestigation and do not fear results. We have 
asked the legislative establishment of such 
a high standard for osteopathic recognition, 
but have failed so far because of medica] op* 
position.

NEGRO’ TO SIGN CONTRACTS. 


Fear of Reducing Too Rapidly Causes 
Fighter to Let Up in Work. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 7.—Tom Flana- 
gan, who came to San Francisco to assist 
Jack Johnson in his training, will act as 
business manager for the colored champion 
until after the big fight, was the announce- 
ment made this afternoon at the beach quar- 
ters. Johnson made the announcement in the 
following signed statement: 

“Tom Flanagan will help me manage my 
business affairs until July 5, 1910. While 
not a prize fighter, he is one of the best known 
amateur athletes who ever has competed, and is 
respected for his honesty and integrity by the 
press and public the world over. When the Mara- 
thon craze hit the east after the Olmypian 2 
in London in 1908 Flanagan spent his time an 
money developing Tom Longboat, the Canadian 
Indian. and other famous runners. and turned 
them over to the professional ranks in order to 
secure good competition. I am sorry that I can- 
not have Flanagan with me for a longer period, 
but his business interests in Canada require his 
attention and he would not consent to absent him- 
self from them any longer.“ 

As a matter of fact. this statement means John- 
son will conduct his own business affaires and that 
he will have no manager for the time being. 
Flanagan and Sig Hart will do the clerical work, 
but it will be the namie of Jack Johnson that will 
be attached to al! contracts.

‘The second annual meeting of the American 
Institute of Actuaries began yesterday morn- 
ing at the Hotel La Salle. During the after- 
noon the delegates were taken on automobile 
rides about the city, ending with a dinner 
at the South Shore Country club.

The suggestion was voted down, chiefly, 
it is said, because the printing would involve 
considerable expense, and considering the 
youth of the organization it was felt that the 
money could be better spent in building up 
the library. It was the understanding that 
the matter will be taken up again when the 
institute is in better financial condition. 

Thirty-five members were present. L. 
Iverson, assistant actuary of the govern- 
ment life insurance institution of Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, was invited by O. J. Arnold 
of the Illinois Life to attend the sessions and 
by resolution he was given the freedom of 


the floor. 
Other Members to Be Admitted. 
The report of the secretary showed that 


‘there are forty-two fellows, twenty associate 


members and twenty-three contributing 
members. Several valuable books were added 
to the library during the last year, and fol- 
lowing the suggestion of one of the mem- 
bers others will be contributed.

ASK INDEMNITIES 
BE ELIMINATED 


Board of Trade Directors Rec- 
ommend That Resolution 
Be Adopted. 


HARD FIGHT IN PROSPECT 


This Style of Business Forms Big 
Part of Some Brokers’ 
Transactions. 


Directors of the board of trade went on 
record yesterday afternoon as opposed to 
trading in what are known as indemnities, 
which formerly were known as put and 
calls. 

The directors passed a resolution stating 
that it was the sense of the directory that 
such trading in indeminities should be 
abolished and recommended that an amend- 
ment be passed making it against the rules 
for any member to engage in such trans- 
actions. 5 

The proposed amendment will de posted 
for ballot today, and after ten days the 
membership will vote on the proposition. 

The decision of Judge Mack in the Ap- 
pellate court last week startled the mem- 
bers out of their accustomed. serenity 
in regard to trading in ups and downs,“ 
and it was recognized that some action must 
be taken at once. 


Gambling Act Was Pleaded. 

Judge Mack upheld the verdict of the Mu- 
nicipal court in the case of Nash & Wright 
against Daniel C. Wright, in which the de- 
fendant pleaded the gambling act as a de- 
fense in an action brought to recover money 
owing to the plaintiffs on grain transactions. 

Wyle the transactions which gave rise 
to the above case grew out of operations in 
the old puts and calls, many members were 
of the belief that the difference between puts 
and calls and ups and downs,“ as they are 
now called, was #0 small that no court would 
recognize the difference, 

As a result steps were taken at once to 
bring the matter to a head. Several of the 
leading private wire houses were instru- 
mental in causing prompt action to be taken. 
Many traders have felt that the board of 
trade was sealing under false*colors, inas- 
much as, to all intents and purposes, al- 
though disguised under another name, the 
present indemnities were the same as puts 
and calls. 

Brisk Fight Is Anticipated. 

It is expected there will be a brisk battle 
between those opposed to this feature of trad- 
ing on the exchange and those in favor of it. 
There is an enormous trade at times in these 
“ups and downs,“ and with eome brokers 
transactions in them form the bulk of their 
business. 

This is especially true in regard to the 
weekly indemnities. Until the matter is set- 
tled by a direct vote the trading will con- 
tinue probably the same as usual. 

Under the state law puts and calls, or 
privileges, are illegal, and for a time trading 
was abolished altogether in them. Later 
there was another form started, called 
„ ids and ** offers,’’ but this was regarded 
as the same horse under a different name 
Later on the present system was devised 
ard its advocates maintain that it Is legal, 
as giving a form of insurence on trades for 
the following day. 

The system has never received the stamp 
of judicial approval in the higher courts, 
however, and until it has most members are 
inclined to go slow. It is possible steps will 
be taken to repeal the present law, or have 
a test case carried up to the Supreme court 
of the state for fina! adjudication. 


May Affect Milwaukee Board. 

As a result of the action of the directors 
it is expected there will be a big jumpin the 
price of memberships on the Milwaukee 
board of trade, as the trading in privileges 
will be carried on in that market the sameas 
usual. * 

During the period when trading in puts and 
calls was under the ban in the local trade 
there was a big business sent to Milwaukee, 
and it is possible that this may again occur,

The wheat acreage in the three big prov- 
inces of the Canadian northwest is 8,458,000 
acres, against 7,100,500 acres a year ago, an

The oats acreage is 4,225,800 acres, com- 
pared to 4,217,000 acres a year ago, an in- 
crease of 2 per cent; barley, 1,022,000 acres, 
against 965,250 acres a year ago, an increase 
of T per cent, and flax, 680,000 acres, against 
849,500 a year ago, a gain of 80 per cent.

INCORPORATES FOR $6,250,000. 


S. E. Insull Heads New Subsidiary of 
Commonwealth Edison Concefn Which 
Will Supply Entire LIilinois Valley. 


Streator, III., June 7.—[Special.]—A consoli- 
dation scheme which involves the chaining 
up of twenty-six IlHnmois valley cities and 
towns for the distribution of gas and elec- 
tricity from central points has been ad- 
vanced here by the granting of fifty year 
franchises to Charles A. Munroe of the new- 
ly organized Illinois Valley Gas and Elec- 
tric company. The new company is a sub- 
sidiary of the Commonwealth-Edison com- 
pany of Chicago and the Economy Light and 
Power company of Joliet, Samuel Insull be- 
ing president of all three. The new corpora- 
tion has been capitalized for $6,250,000 and a 
bond issue of $10,000,000 has been authorized. 

To complete its consolidation plan the new 
company absorbed eleven gas and electric 
plants, the last being the properties of the 
Illinois Light and Traction company in this 
city, which were purchased at 50 cents on 
the dollar. . 

The main gas producing plant of the Iili- 
nois Valley company will be located in this 
city. . 

Electrical current will be distributed from 
the Economy company’s water power plants 
at Joliet and Wilmington, but a 10,000 horse 
power auxiliary steam station will be located 
here. 

In order to chain up the cities and towns 
in the Illinois valley the new company must 
build 250 miles of gas main and electric trans- 
mission lines at an estimated cost of $3,000,- 
000. 


Among the cities included in the circuit, 
in additicn to Streator, are Ottawa, 
seilles, Morris, Dwight, Coal City, Braid- 
wood, and Wilmington. Thecompany’s main 
office will be located here.

The 
week was dry throughout, however, and rain 
is bacly needed in the more southern por- 
tions.

As for corn, it is becoming a troublesome ques- 
tion to wholesalers who are anxious to meet the 
orders of their customers. 

Dried fruits continue in good demand at firm 
prices, while the canned fruits are on the upward 
turn, particularly strawberries, on account of 
bearish reports from the growing sections of the 
country. Blueberries are becoming equally rare 
in the market. 

There is a strong market for sour pitted cherries 
owing to the failure of the New York state crop, 
As a result the market is higher. Blackberries are 
also firm. Apples are quiet, but firm. 


Prise of Tea Shows Rise. 


The price of tea has advanced materially since 
the opening of the season a month ago, the present 
quotations being 1c higher than the opening price.
